Almost Obsolete Craft Is Expected 
to Fly 190 Miles an Hour in 
Its First. Test Tomorrow.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Aug. 18.—A 
plane which is likely to arouse keen 
interest at. the National Air... Races 
at Cleveland, opening next Satur- 
day, was completed today at the 
naval, aircraft .factory in. Philader 
phia. 

It is an entirely new .development 
in aeronautical engineering, and its 
test flights to be started .Monday at 
Philadelphia are .expected..to.,show 
it to be by a considerable: margin 
the ‘fastest military plane yet ‘built 
in the United States.

He Asserts at St. John the Divine. 





Those who practice righteousness 
in the puritanical way were de- 
nounced as modern-day Pharisees by 
the Right Rev. Irving Peake John- 
gon, Protestant Episcopal Bishop of 
Colorado, in a. sermon yesterday 
porning in the Cathedral of St. John 

the Divine. Bishop Johnson asserted 
hat ‘America was being ruled by men 

and-women of this type, adding that 
the Puritan’ creed of Christian living 
was inimical to the true spirit of the 
teaching of Christ.. 

“The term ‘Pharisee,’’’ said Bishop 
Johnson, “has ceased to connote 
merely a particular kind of, sect 
among the Jews. It stands for a cer- 
tain type of religious expression that 
ig not confined to any one time or 
people. Tt is an intensely religious 
type. ‘The: ‘Pharisees were meticu- 
lously religious, supremely self-satis- 
fied and censorious of every one else. 
They kept very much to themselves, 
had no dealings with Samaritans, no 
patience for sinners and no use for 
publicans, 

**I do not believe that a religion has 
ever existed which did not producé a 
large crop of Pharisees who domi- 
nated the particular sect which they 
patronized, They are the active par- 
tisans ‘in every kingdom, ‘infallibly 
certain that they and they alone in- 
terpret the mind of God, and ‘they 
are easily angéred and upset by any 
fundantental ‘differences which con- 
front..them...They. fit. into .our. own 
political and religious scheme most 
readily and have dominated Ameri- 
can ‘life for many generations. 

“There is! no: essential difference 
between the | words ‘Puritan’; and’ 
‘Pharisee.! "They mean, the samé 
thing etymologically and have stood 
for the same kind of thing histori- 
cally.

Nebraska Churchman, Speaking 
Here, Lays Bulk of World’s Ills to 
Unreasonable Fears. 





What the people of the world need 
most is poise, not pose, the Right 
Rev. Ernest Vs Shayler, Bishop of 
Nebraska, declared yesterday morn- 
ing at St. Thomas’s Episcopal Church, 
Fifth Avenue at Fifty-third Street. 

Speaking on “How the Powerless 
People of the World Can Become 
Powerful Christians,’’ Bishop Shayler 
lamented a condition which he said 
allowed the habits of persons to be- 
come encased in artificiality, in which 
fear breaks down faith. 

“With artificiality we often make a 
better appearance to men and women 
than we would if we didn’t have it,’’ 
he said. “Most of us like to pose, 
but have we poise? How many per- 
sons can go through a despairing ex- 
perience, be present when death 
comes and still remain serene? It 
takes poise. Faith upholds, sustains 
and maintains poise.” 

Bishop Shayler described fear as 
something which takes hold of an 
individual and dogs his footsteps 
wherever he turns unless he can dis- 
pose of it by faith. He said faith 
ultimately leads to power. He de- 
fined pose as a paralytic state of the 
will. 

‘When Adam and Eve lost their 
poise they had to pose in the Garden 
of Eden,’’ he declared. ‘They were 
afraid when they heard God walking 
through the Garden. Fear followed 
them and @rove them out of the Gar- 
den of ‘Eden. It will paralyze your 
will every .time.’’. 5 

Bishop ,Shayler named the. fears 
which constantly creep into the con- 
versation of all ‘the races on-éarth, 
as poverty, sickness, sin and death. 
He said;the man who ‘fédra@ poverty" 
becomes desperate and often allows 
the spirit of dishonesty to blot out 
good judgment. This man;.he said,.
